As a rule, the 
patient if awakened with great pain 
and believes he will be unable to get 
up for work. 
This story alone Is 


often sufficient to make the diagnosis 
of myositis. 


The sufferer first complains of a 


dull and aching pain in the afflicted 
muscle. The attack comes on sud- 
denly, becomes more and more se- 
vere and may be almost unbearable. 
In advanced cases the victim ia un- 
able to walk and Js confined to bed 
for several days. Fortunately, most 
cases are of a mild nature and sub- 
side within a few days. 


When myositis Is severe and pro- 


longed, relief is obtained by gentle 
massage of the afflicted muscle. The 
massage should be given twice a day. 
Though this may cause a certain 
amount of pain at first, it will bring 
relief. 
A good plan Is to rub the 


part with iodine liniment and then 
apply hot compresses.

Another valuable home remedy is
